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This catalogue lists the bees so far found in Sweden and denotes from which of the provinces 
the species have been recorded. The catalogue is presented in three parts and this, the second, 
deals with the families Andrenidae and Halictidae, with 57 and 53 species respectively. Andre- 
na fulvida Schenck, A. alfkenella Perkins, A. minutuloides Perkins and Sphecodes ferrugina- 
tus von Hagens are here recorded from Sweden for the first time.

The first part of the Swedish bee catalogue, deal- 
ing with the Colletidae and the Melittidae, has al- 
ready been published (Erlandsson et al. 1988). 

The classification and nomenclature used in this 
list is a synthesis of Dylewska (1987), Ebmer 
(1988), Richards (1978), Westrich (1984) and Vik- 
berg (1986). Many other works also have been 
consulted (see reference list). Valuable informa- 
tion concerning these matters, given by different 
specialists as well as own studies, are included. 
The species are arranged in alphabetical order 
within the genera and subgenera (Tab. 1). Notes 
and comments are given for some species. Only 
the synonyms found in the Swedish or foreign lite- 
rature concerning Swedish bee species are given. 
The faunistic provinces of Sweden are shown in 
Fig. 1.

116. L. nitidiusculum. The species of the nitidi- 
usculum group (in Sweden represented by L. niti- 
usculum, L. parvulum and L. rufitarse) are trea- 
ted in Ebmer & Sakagami (1985). 

117. L. nitidulum. Altogether 16 specimens re- 
ported from Sk by Blüthgen (1958) and Wolf 
(1960) were studied in ZML. 

118. L. parvulum. Last reported by Aurivillius 
(1903). Extinct in Sweden? 

122. L. smeathmanellum. Last reported by Au- 
rivillius (1903). Extinct in Sweden? 

123. L. subfulvicorne austriacum. Only females 
have been collected in Sweden (cf. Ebmer 1988). 

124. L. tarsatum. One female reported from Öl 
by Jansson (1927). Perkins (1942) collected 10 
and 11 9 in 1938 in Sk, which are the most recent 
records. Extinct in Sweden? 

126. S. albilabris. Reported as extinct in Sweden 
by Andersson et al. (1987). After that, however, it 
has been collected in Sk in 1986 and in Sö in 1987 
(Nilsson 1988, 1989). 

128. S. cristatus. Reported as new to Sweden by 
Svensson (1982). Rare. 

130. S. ferruginatus. Not previously recorded 
from Sweden. Uncommon. 

139—142. The Swedish Dufourea species are 
treated in Ebmer (1984). 

139. D. vulgaris. Rare. The most recent record 
is from 1945 (Erlandsson 1976). 

140. D. minuta. Rare. Almost exclusively found 
in sandy areas visiting Jasione montana. The Swe- 
dish distribution is mapped in Janzon & Svensson 
(1984). 

142. D. inermis. Rare. The Swedish distribution 
is mapped in Janzon & Svensson (1984). 

143. R. quinquespinosus. Last reported by Eb- 
mer & Schwammberger (1986).
